IS OPPONENTS NEVER 
know what's going to 
come next. 

Tonight he could be wrestling 
with pure scientific precision, 
confounding his opponent with 
a dazzling array of armlocks, 
double-leglocks, and front 
headlocks. 

Tomorrow night he could 
undergo a complete reversal in 
style, displaying tactics that 
could effectively be a _ rule- 
breaker’s textbook. 

The night after that, it could be 
a combination of both rule- 
’ breaking and scientific styles 
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that his opponent has to try 
and defeat. 

Whatever the occasion, Dick 
Slater seems to have a unique 
style. He could wrestle seven 
straight days and never show 
the same style twice, and on the 
eighth day come up with 
something completely different. 
He has truly earned the title of 
the “Unpredictable” Dick Slater. 

“| try to mix it up a lot, my 
styles that is,’’ Slater explained. 
“It's the best way to keep my 
opponents off-guard. They never 
know what to expect, so they can 
never come up with any kind of a

defense against my style, simply 
because | have no single style to 
defend against!” 

There is no consistency in 
Slater’s style, and his versatility 
in the ring makes him a fan 
favorite throughout Texas and 


almost everywhere else he 
wrestles. 
There is, however, some 


consistency in his attitude 
towards wrestling. If a friend of 
his is injured, you can be sure 
that the man who did the deed 
will have to spend a good part of 
his time looking over his 
shoulder.

He has no set style. He could be wrestling 
clean one day and dirty the next, and 

his opponents can’t muster any defense 
whatsoever. He is the Unpredictable Dick 
Slater. The only predictable thing about him 
is his devotion to friends suchas Scott Casey. 
Bruiser Bob Sweetan and Crazy Duggan 
learned that the hard way

“Scott Casey is a close friend 
of mine,” said Slater. “He's a 
good wrestler and a good man 
out of the ring. Well, his neck 
was broken by Bruiser Bob 
Sweetan and that damn 
piledriver of his. You know, fora 


time there was a petition going 
around among the fans here in 
Texas to ban Sweetan and his 
piledriver from the ring. | guess it 
never got accepted by the 
officials, though | would have 
liked to see him kicked out of 
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against Slater in the ring, he 
knew he had a match on his 
hands. Slater offered no quarter, 
and revenge burned in his eyes 
as he pummeled and slammed 
vengeance into Sweetan’s hefty 
frame. 

Not content to teach Sweetan 
a lesson in a one-on-one match, 
Slater paired up with his friend 
Casey after his neck healed. 
Sweetan’s partner was 
Crazy Duggan. 

Again, the match was a wild 
melee with Slater and Casey 
absolutely starved for revenge. 
Their ruthless attack was 
unrelenting as they quickly 
gained an upper hand and 
continued to maintain it for the 
balance of the contest. 

“| always enjoy wrestling with 
Scott,” Slater said later, ‘‘and 
I’m very happy to see that his

“Anyway, Sweetan’s pile- 
driver did its number on Scott's 
neck,’ Slater continued, ‘and | 
just felt that with a good friend 
like that out of action, somebody 
else had to step in and pay back 
some of that brutality. A little bit 
of an eye for an eye, if you catch 
my meaning. 

“| went on television with a 
warning to Sweetan,” said 
Slater. “He knew | was gunning 
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for him, and he was damn 
scared, you better believe that. 
When Dick Slater talks, people 
listen, and if they don't, they 
usually find themselves with a 
lot of sore muscles and cracked 
ribs, asking themselves why they 
didn't listen in the first place!’ 
Slater smiled. He knows that 
his reputation in Texas is 
stronger than it’s ever been, and 
getting stronger every day. 
When Sweetan finally ran up 


neck is better and that he’s 
wrestling again. | have to admit, 
though, that | was keeping an 
eye on him. | didn’t want him to 
strain his neck any, and | saw 
that Duggan and Sweetan were 
aiming to hurt Scott’s neck all 
over again. 

“But | was really surprised,” 
Slater continued, “’Scott looked 
very good in the ring. | would 
have said that he might have had 
a slightly pulled muscle, but not 
that he had just come through 
an injury like he really had. It’s 
really amazing what kind of 
recuperative powers he has. I’m 
proud of him. 

“Of course, | put my two cents 
worth in during that match 
myself,”’ said Slater. *’| felt good 
after that contest was over, | felt 
like | had really accomplished 
what | had hoped to accomplish 
going into the ring against those 
two maniacs. And you know, 
with my unpredictable style 
there wasn't anything Sweetan 
or Duggan could do to stop me.”’ 


Slater paused thoughtfully 
and smiled. 

“Of course,’ he concluded, 
“there never is.” oO

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Tony Atlas Conquers Jesse Ventura 


S JESSE VENTURA entered 
the Madison Square Garden 
ring and ran through a series of 
bodybuilding poses, 20,000 fans 
voiced their severe disapproval. 
When Tony Atlas entered that 
same ring, prepared to end the 
long-running rivalry between the 
two muscular wrestlers, the 
same 20,000 fans offered a 
thunderous. ovation. 
The feud between these two 


men has been one of the most 
interesting and unique battles 
ever to grip the WWF. Rather 
than being a contest for a 
particular title, the battle 
between these two men has 
been for the approval of the fans 
. and it has taken on many 
fascinating characteristics. 
Months ago, when Ventura 
first entered the WWF, he would 
punctuate his ring arrival witha

series of poses and flexes. Fans, 
used to seeing the awesome 
physique of Tony Atlas, began to 
jeer Ventura. 

A longtime fan favorite, Atlas 
had no desire to seek out the fan 
approval he already had. 
Ventura felt an urgent need to 
take away from Atlas the 
approval he so vehemently craved. 

A feud is born. 

Curiously enough, the early 
stages of the feud did not have 
anything to do with wrestling. 
The first contest between these 
men was purely an exhibition, 
and one which has rarely been 
seen by any mat fan. 

Ventura and Atlas engaged in 
a ‘‘pose down” during a WWF 


telecast. Each man was to run 
through a series of bodybuilding 
poses, and the fans were to 
choose a winner through their 
applause. 

Atlas scored a victory in that 
chapter of the feud, a victory that 
was clear to the fans if not 
convincing to Ventura. A second 
contest would have to be held. 

Chapter two of the feud 
involved an arm-wrestling 
challenge. Again it was 
nationally televised. Arm- 
wrestling is ‘yet another 
exhibition between athletes that 
few wrestling fans have had the 


opportunity to see on a 
professional level. 

Emotions ran high that day, 
and Ventura refused to begin the 
match, stating that he was 
unhappy with the way referee 
Pat Patterson positioned their 
arms on the table. Finally, as 
Atlas was about to bring 
Ventura’s arm down, Ventura 
overturned the table and 
attacked Atlas with it. 

Chapter three: the inevitable 
meeting of the musclemen 
within the squared circle. 

It was a question of muscle vs. 
muscle, and both Ventura and 


Atlas were completely deter- 
mined to prove to the 20,000 
Madison Square Garden fans 
that he was entitled to the honor 
of being recognized as having one 
and only best physique in the 
WWF. There was much more 
than any title at stake here; it 
was a matter of the utmost 
personal pride. 

As the opening bell sounded, 
the two men stalked each other 
with care. Finally, they locked 
hands, and the contest was on. 
Each man tested his mettle 
against the other and the hand-

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ERRY BRISCO, vice president 

of Georgia Championship 
Wrestling, was being inter- 
viewed by host Gordon Solie. A 
stunned nation of wrestling fans 
watched their screens as Brisco 
made the following official 
proclamation concerning Roddy 
Piper: 

“I've been trying to maintaina 
certain level of professionalism, 
and I've been trying to keep 
myself out of this Piper-Rich 
situation. But I’m telling, you 
right now, and I’m putting Roddy 
Piper on notice as of this minute: 
If things keep going in the 
direction that they're going right 
now, something is going to have 
to be done about Piper, and| may 
have to take matters into my 
own hands.” 


Severe words, particularly 


from a man who has temporarily 
forsaken the ring in favor of his 
executive position. Yet where 
Jerry Brisco has yet to initiate a 
direct campaign against Piper in 
the ring, brother Jack Brisco 
seems to be doing the job for him.

On May 10, 1982, Jack Brisco 
won the Mid-Atlantic title from 
Roddy Piper in Greenville, South 
Carolina. 

“| didn't find Piper to be all that 
much trouble,’ said a very happy 
Jack Brisco following the match. 
“This was my second meeting 
with Piper, and | quickly found 


out that he’s all talk and 
no action.” 
Piper himself wasn't very 


much talk, either, particularly 
after Josing the belt. When 
reporters from /nside Wrestling 
attempted to interview him in 
his dressing room, they were 
greeted with a closed, locked 


door. Inside the room, Piper 
could be heard faintly, talking to 
a friend, or talking to himself, but 
when the door was knocked 
upon and tested to see if it was 
open, a sweaty-faced Piper 
stuck his head out of the door, 
glared at the assembled 
reporters without saying a word, 
and slammed the door in 
their faces. 
It isn’t often that Roddy Piper 
isn't willing to talk to reporters. 
Jack Brisco, on the other 
hand, was more than willing to 
talk about his newly acquired 
championship.

E HAS PROCLAIMED 
himself to be the one and 
only “King of Wrestling.” He 
defends his crown and _ his 
reputation with all the fury and 


anger of the most important of 


champions. More than simply 
defending his own interests, he 
stands 
wrestling itself, having recently 
received worldwide publicity for 
twice piledriving comedian Andy 
Kaufman. He wrestles in 
Tennessee where he campaigns 
against Jimmy Hart and his first 
family of wrestling, and in Florida 
where he is locked in a battle with 
J.J. Dillon and Kendo Nagasaki. 
He is Jerry Lawler. 


Q: As we speak, it is only days 
after your match with Andy 
Kaufman was broadcast 
nationwide on Saturday 
Night Live. In addition, there 
have been dozens and dozens 
of magazine and newspaper 
articles on that match. How 
do you feel about all the 
publicity you’ve been getting?

For years 
I’ve been working to defend 
the honor of wrestling against 
imbeciles like Jimmy Hart 
and J.J. Dillon.

moves and maneuvers, and 
the real battle came in the 
attempt to develop a counter- 
maneuver in a_ particular 
situation. It’s a good feud to 
be involved in because it really 
helps to stretch your skills 
instead of simply allowing 
yourself to revert to animal 
killer instincts. I think that 
wrestling would benefit, and 
the fans as well would benefit, 
if there were more scientific 
feuds instead of two guys 
trying to kill each other all 
the time. 

How are things going in 
Florida? 

Well, you already know that 
J.J. stole my crown, stole the 
crown. This is a man who 
should take a lesson from 
Dutch Mantell. I’m telling 
you, friendly rivalry is great, 
but I can easily understand 
why some wrestlers go off the 
deep end in a feuding 
situation. Dillon really makes

my blood boil. 

If you had a choice, where 
would you prefer to con- 
centrate your energies, 
Tennessee or Florida? 


Well, in Florida _ there’s 
Dillon, a man I just 
mentioned, and there’s his 


insidious charge Kendo 
Nagasaki. I'd like to be able 
to eradicate both of them 
from wrestling completely, 
but over in Tennessee there’s 
Jimmy Hart and his first 
family: Dream Machine, 
Koko Ware, Bobby Eaton, 
Hart himself, and now 
Hussein, “Iron Sheik” Arab. 
There’s a lot going on in 
wrestling that requires my 
attention, and unfortunately I 
can’t be two places at once. 
I’m just going to have to take 
each match as it comes and see 
what happens from there. 
How do you answer your 
critics who say that your title, 
King of Wrestling, is simply a 
lot of ego? 

Ego? Are you kidding? | 
didn’t have to proclaim myself 
King of wrestling, everyone 
knows that! The world knows 
I’m wrestling’s king, and the

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world knows that I’m the man 
who will defend the honor of 
the sport wherever and when- 
ever it’s necessary.

Q: One final question, Jerry. If 
you could have instant 
revenge against any man in 
wrestling, who would it be?

He 
stole my crown, he made a 
mockery of my reputation, he 
made a mockery of myself and 
my fans .. . and that’s some- 
thing no man does and gets 
away with. Then again, 
Jimmy Hart has been doing 
the same thing, too, mocking 
me. He’s not about to get 
away with it, either. I’ll make 
sure of that. .

Stories about fans being placed 
into hospitals for weeks at a time 
are commonplace. 

Enraged by a referee’s call 
during a match, he turns from his 
opponent and attacks the official 
with as much brutality and force as 
he reserves for the other wrestler. 
Several referees who work in 


Japan have clauses written into 
their contracts that state clearly 
that they will never have to referee 
a match involving this man. 

Very often, after a match is 
completed, even the other wrestlers 
in the dressing room area avoid 
him for fear that he might become 
enraged by something he sees and 
go off on another wrecking spree. 
There are many wrestlers who 
prefer to wait until he has left the

building before they shower and 
get dressed themselves. 

His name is Bruiser Brody, 
and by many standards he is quite 
simply the most dangerous man in 
all of wrestling. 

On a recent visit to Japan, 
Managing Editor Bill Apter had 
the opportunity to be at ringside 
during one of Brody’s matches 
against Giant Baba. Brody wrestles 
most often in Japan, having been 
barred from many arenas in the 
United States, though he does 
wrestle on occasion in Texas. 

“T’ve never seen anything like it,” 
said Apter upon his return to the 
offices of Inside Wrestling. “It’s 
just incredible. | don’t know if this 
guy has any idea of the kind of 
danger he puts the fans into when 
he comes charging into the ring 
swinging a chain over his head. All 
I know ts that he knows where he’s 
going, and he’ll do anything to 
get there.” 

Are the stories true, then, where 
it is said that fans have been injured 
by Brody as he makes his entrance 
to the ring? 

“Absolutely,” replied Apter. 
“On the night that I saw him 
wrestle Baba, he knocked one fan 
out of his seat with the chain and 


_kept charging to the ring. The fan 


was out cold, and he required the 
attention of a medical team. 
Fortunately, he didn’t have to go to 
the hospital.” 

Brody’s excessively violent 
nature has caused him to be 
banned in many cities in the U.S. 
He has wrestled against such 
opponents as Ted DiBiase and 
Dory Funk Jr. in Japan. 

“The first time I wrestled that 
maniac,” recalls DiBiase, “I was 
scared as hell. I thought to myself, 
‘What did you get yourself into?’ 
But as the match progressed, I saw 
that Brody is just bark and no bite. 


“Don’t get me wrong,” DiBiase 
continued, “I’m not saying that 
Brody is an easy man to beat. Not 
by any stretch of the imagination. 
But what I am saying is that there 
are weak spots in his style, and 
given enough experience with the 
man and enough concentration 
during the match, I think that he 
can be defeated.” 

Dory Funk Jr. agreed with 
DiBiase’s assessment of Brody and 
his rampaging style both in and out 
of the ring. 

“It's unnerving to step into the 


ring with that man,” admitted 
Dory, “but once you get over the 


initial shock, you realize that 
Brody is just like any other man 

. a bit more crazed, that’s for 
sure, but still a man, and any man 
can be defeated in the ring on any 
given day.” 

Nevertheless, there are few 
grapplers willing to step into the 
ring with Brody, and fewer still 
who admit to having achieved any 
sort of a victory, clear or otherwise, 
against the wildman. In many 
respects, to walk out of the ring 


with all of one’s bones still intact 
could be considered a major 
victory, indeed. 

If one is to measure danger by 
sheer brutality, by the fear a man 
places in his opponents, by the raw 
viciousness manifested both in and 
out of the ring, by how extremely 
far the man is willing to sink in 
order to score a win, even to go so 
far as to break bones and injure 
ringside fans . . . then there is 


no doubt: 
Bruiser Brody is wrestling’s most 
dangerous man.

day ahead. This was nota day to 
think about the Funks or the Von 
Erichs or Jim Dillon. Softball 
was the order of the day, and 
looking across the field, the 
wrestlers saw a group of men 
who were at least as large asthe 
men they face in the ring—and 
maybe a little meaner. 
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The opposition was provided 
by the Tampa Bay Buccaneers, 
led by Jimmie Giles, Kevin 
House, Neal Cozie, and Jerry 
Eckwood. The result (Bucs 10, 
Wrestlers 1) was unimportant. 
The fact that the game drew 
4,200 spectators and raised an 
equal amount of dollars for a 


youth sports complex was the 
only important thing. 

“There’s no way you can tell 
me that those guys were out 
here to have fun and raise 
money,” Mr. Wrestling II joked. 
“They remember our game in 
1980 [an 11-3 victory for the 
wrestlers] more than they 


remember last year’s loss to the 
Cowboys in the playoffs. They 
were out for blood. Right, Bubba?” 

“Hey, Il,’ Brian Blair shouted. 
“Ya didn't look too good in the 
field today. Maybe ya should get 
out of this sport while your chin 
is in one piece.” 

“There’s nothing wrong with 
my fielding,”’ Il snapped back. 
“My biggest problem was that 
my baseball cap kept sliding 
down my mask in front of 
my eyes.” 

Everyone broke up with that 
line. Nobody even pointed out 
that Wrestling Il wasn't even 
wearing a cap. It was that kind of 
day. “Everybody here is in good 
Spirits because they feel they've 
done something for the kids, for 
the community,” Douglas said. 
“Ya know, as wrestlers we 
depend on the community for 
our living. Face it, if the people 
didn't come out to the matches, 
there would be no matches. This 
iS an opportunity for us to say 
thank you to the people who 
support us. It felt great to see all 
those people in the stands. Even 
when it was raining, nobody 
seemed to care.”

Secondly, other “scien- 
tific’ wrestlers know that 
Backlund as champion is 
good for them. First, they 
realize they will never have 
to wrestle a real athlete for 
the title. During the 
fabulous reign of Billy 
Graham, scientific wrestlers 
were falling like flies. Who 
can forget the series of 
humiliations suffered by 
Ivan Putski? Putski can’t, 
and neither can the 
WWF czars. 

It is no accident, 
therefore, that Backlund 
won his title on an 
officiating “error.” As 
everyone has conveniently 
forgotten, Graham’s foot 
was on the rope when he 
appeared to be pinned by 
Backlund. Of course, the 
referee claims he never saw 
it. That was the most 
carefully planned error in 
history. The referee, under 
instructions from the WWF, 
took the first opportunity to 
give Backlund the belt. 
Backlund knew he could do 
anything and get away with 
it. The only one not in on 
this ugly scheme was 
Graham, who found out 
soon enough. 

Since then, Backlund’s 
title has been protected 
more carefully than an 
endangered species. It

They all have a 
stake in making sure 
Backlund keeps his belt. 
None of them want to be 
humiliated in the harsh 
spotlight of a title match as 
Putski was so often 
humiliated against Graham.

Yet, as | said before, you 
can't fool all the people all 
the time. | remember when 
| first started writing about 
the Backlund disgrace, 
most of my mail was from 
people defending the punk. 
Now, more and more 
people are writing to agree 
with me. It does this aging 
reporter good to know that 


finally the fans are able to 
see the obvious. So I'll keep 
writing these columns, 
hoping to add my voice to 
the many others con- 
demning Backlund and 

the WWF. 

However, when this sorry 
chapter of wrestling 
history is recorded, it will 
be noted that some of the 
bravest men in wrestling 
history chose to wrestle 
Backlund against the over- 
whelming odds. Men like 
Greg Valentine, Adrian 
Adonis, King Kong Mosca, 
and Sgt. Slaughter took the 
challenge because they 
believed the sport deserved 
a real champion. So they 
took the matches with the 
crooked referees, with the 
officials against them, and 
for the most part, with fans 
booing them. They knew if 
the fans saw enough of the 
Backlund conspiracy, they 
would be disgusted. They 
didn’t try to win the title for 
themselves, but for their 
sport. Like brave warriors 
risking their lives so others 
might live, these men have 
earned an honored place 
in wrestling. 

In a world where 
bureaucracies can control 
our lives and might too 
often makes right, where 
bullies with fountain pens 
can destroy a man’s 
dreams, some wrestlers 
thought enough of their 
calling to make a great 
sacrifice. At the risk of their 
careers, they battled 
against overwhelming odds. 

We will never be able to 
repay these men. Fortunately, 
the only reward they need is 
the knowledge they helped 
the sport they love. 0
